PURPOSE: To collect a transmission. tone easily by leading out a 2nd microphone 
to cancel surrounding noise only when the surrounding noise is large to cancel 
the surrounding noise inputted from a mouthpiece and approaching the mouth- 
piece toward the mouth of a talker. 

CONSTITUTION: A nondirectivity microphone 6 for transmission and a unidirec- 
tional microphone 7 directed in a direction deviated from a direction of the 
location of a receiver 3 close to the nondirective microphone 6 are fitted to 
a moving piece 5 and the moving pic-?e 5 is provided so that a sound collection 
hole of the unidirectional microphone 7 appears or disappears from/to the hand- 
set 1 movably to the handset 1. A switch 10 turning on the unidirectional micro- 
phone 7 is provided while the moving piece is projected and a subtraction means 
using an output being the subtraction of the output of the unidirectional micro- 
phone 7 from the output of the nondirectional microphone 6 as the transmission 
output is provided in setting the unidirectional microphone 7. Thus, in using 
the telephone set with large surrounding noise, the surrounding noise is cancelled 
to prevent the deterioration in the talking quality. 
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
